The lake Champlain 
tercentenary

Since the tercentenary celebration, 


held early In July,'1909, the commis- 
sions have had several meetings with 
the final selection of Crown Point, 
lighthouse and under the supervision 
of the national lighthouse board. 


Crown Point lies near the southern 


end of the lake, between the wide 
mouth of Bullwaga bay on the Ne'w 
York aide and the narrow 
channel 


that l«ads down from Ticomleroga. on 
the Vermont side. 
Though actually 


in New York, the monument seems to 
lie between the two states. 


It is visible from both shores, and 


from the trains of the Delaware and 
Hudson railroad, and from the lake 
itself for a greater part of the dis- 
tance ot the north. The line of water 
traffic passes .within 600 feet of It. 


The lighthouse itself will be built 


at the extremity of Crown Point, on 
the site of an ancient .batetry whose 
earthworks are still visible and not 
far from the ruins of forts Frederick 
and AmherSt, dating from 
1731 to 


1750.
